parties, and that he invite the co­ 
operation of com m ittees from other 
associations to the end th a t class 
declaration planks m ay be omitted 
from the platforms of both parties.” 
Close upon the heels of this move 
by the m anufacturers cam e the taking 
on th eir part of a 
decided 
stand 
against th e advance in freight rates, 
which th e trun k lines of the country 
have announced to be impending. The 
m anufacturers seek an amicable ad­ 
justm en t of the m atter with the rail­ 
roads, but failing that announce their 
intention of resisting the proposed 
advance in the courts by process of 
injunction or otherwise. 
T he aid of other associations is to 
be invoked, if thought advisable, by 
a com m ittee authorized to carry the 
term s of the resolution into effect.

on Steam, Oil and Gas 


Power Plants 
George Cadogtn Morgan appeared 
before the city council last evening and 
presented plana and specifications for a 
timber dam and power plant on the 
Crow Wing river, which he estimated 
at $105,000. 
He also presented plans 
for a high pressure service in the busi­ 
ness se tion of the city and advocated 
buying the old pipe lines of the Minne­ 
sota Waterworks company and con­ 
necting th m with thesta d pi; v f h? 
high pressure system, giving a low 
pressure servicfc for the residence por­ 
tion, providing the city could purchase 
the present pipe lines at a right value. 
Otherwise he advocated the laying of 
new? pipe lines in the residence dis­ 
trict, but present« d no plan as to that. 
His report w'as based on the assump­ 
tion that the w ater would be secured at 
the so-called Spring Hay site on the 
north side of the Mississippi river near 
the pulp mill. 
He would run a sixteen 
inch force main across the flat and down 
through Tenth street to Main street 
From there the force main would run 
to Ninth street and south on Ninth 
street to Maple. 
A 
six inch main 
would be run west on Main street, one 
of the same size west on Maple street 
and a twelve 
inch main run west 
through the alley between Front and 
Laurel streets, thus avoiding the pave­ 
ments. 
These mains would be con­ 
nected at the west end of the business 
district by a six inch header. 
There was no plan of a system of 
pipes for supplying the residence por­ 
tion of the city, he going on the as­ 
sumption that the present pipe lines 
would be adequate for tire and domes­ 
tic purposes in those portions of the 
city. 
He would erect a stand pi|»e at 
some central location 130 feet high, i 
which he stated would take the pulsa­ 
tion off the pum|>s and would provide 
Steady pressure. 
The present lines and 
the stand pipe would be connected with 
the proposed high pressure system by 
an electric valve which could be in­ 
stantly closed in the event it was nec­ 
essary to pump direct to give heavy 
pressure for tire purposes in the busi­ 
ness district. 
He would secure w ater by a series of 
tubularsix inch w'ells sunk in thegravel 
a t spring bay and augment it with a 
suction intake in the Mississippi river 
for use in the event of a big conflagra 
tion draining the wells. 
The * ntire plan, he estimated would 
cost the city as follow's:

system, he gave an estimate of the 
cost of a duplicate of that system new 
today at $70,814.40 with the present 
proportion of kalemin pipe.

main be needed. 
The cost of a duplica­

terioration of the pipe in the ground, 
and stated in his verbal remarks that 
he could not mak** an accurate estimate 
without an examination of the pipes by 
d’gging down and cutting into them 
I i his written report as filed in the 
city clerk’s office he makes no recom­ 
mendations, but verbally advised the 
submitting of the question of voting 
$114,000 bonds and the erection of a 
gas, steam or oil plant, together with 
the high pressure pipe line an I then, 
wh n that was completed, if the water­ 
works company was not willing to sell 
the pipe lines needed by the c ity at a 
just price the city should go ahead and 
put in the necessary pipe lines, none to 
be less than six-inch 
The above estimates do not include 
real property, riparian rights, etc 
necessary to be purchased. 
At the close of Mr. 
Morgan’s pre­ 
sentation of the m atter a resolution 
was presented and passed, all members 
present voting aye, to retain Mr. Mor­ 
gan as consulting engineer for the 
work in hand, the city to pay him 3 per 
cent, of all moneys, not less than $100,* 
000, expended whether in erection of a 
new plant, the purchase of the present 
one or any other m atter along the pro­ 
posed lines. 
An order was ordered 
drawn on the treasury for $500 in pay­ 
ment of the work already done, it to 
apply on the 3 per cent, to be paid for 
supervision. 
All members of the council were 
present except Alderman Baker and 
Drexler.
